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NEW YORK PRET: KNITWEAR FALL/WINTER '84 


Knitwear set the scene as more than 850 firms from 35 countries 
showed their Fall and Winter designs at the March 4-6 N.Y. Pret 
in the N.Y. Coliseum. Sweaters, both pullovers and cardigans, 
dominated the collections. Coordinated sets of two-piece Chanel- 
type suits, innovative tops and skirts, wool jersey and sweater 
knit dresses were popular. 


Colors were neutral: natural, winter white, beige, tan, grey. 
Burgundy, magenta, cobalt blue, brown and black were the 
prominent darker hues as solids or accents. Details: leather, 
feather or fabric applique, shawl or jewel necklines, dolman 
sleeves, drop waistlines and hemlines that varied from two 
inches below the knee to mid-calf or just below. Silhouettes: 
long and lean or bulky and patterned. 


OUTERWEAR: Pullovers trimmed with feathers, snakeskin or shim- 
mering fabric appliques; others with scenic patterns. Cardigans: 
long, loose and deep-V'd. Some appliqued with shiny snakeskin 
shoulder patches in contrasting color. Others, from Iceland, 

were in rain-shedding, light-weight wool with contrasting patterns. 
Also, cardigans and pullovers in slubbed, flecked or cabled 
textures. Fabrics: mohair and alpaca knits; and textured wool.

DESIGNERS' COLLECTIVE: FALL/WINTER '84 MENSWEAR : 


Casual looks predominate for Fall at the Designers' Collective show in N.Y. Many recall the 
'30s, '40s and '50s with boxy stylings, over-sized plaids, wide-legged trousers with 
suspender buttons, the English "preppy look" and American hunting outfits. 


Bulky patchwork sweaters. Five-whale corduroys in trousers and sportjackets for Fall and 
Winter. Black tie: Donegal Spencer jackets with satin collars, flecked with silver glitter. 


Colors muted: blacks, grays, cranberries, deep greens, browns and slate blues in sweaters, 
trousers, shirtjackets and sportjackets. Shirts and ties lighten the mood in pink or lavender 
windowpane or stripe patterns. Winter white. Details: leather buttons, leather piping 
(especially on trousers), suede fronts on knitted sweater vests, double-breasted jackets with 
three patch pockets and trousers with inverted front waistband pleats. 


SWEATERS 

BASCO BY GENE PRESSMAN AND LANCE KARESH: Shetland wool pullovers in grey/white/blue 
stripes; nubby and Shetland texture hand-knit in taupe/white block pattern; hand-knit bulky 
Shetland and tweed fleck in light grey/charcoal. 

ROBERT STOCK: V-neck collared bulky wool pullover, ski motif on blue or black background; 
suede front vest with navy/burgundy twist wool back; hand-made wool crewneck pullover jacquard 
in winter white; wool crewneck pullover with cable and intarsia front in blue/black. 

JEFFREY BANKS: Donegal fleck pullover in charcoal; varsity stripe cardigan in cranberry/blue; 
tennis motif V-neck pullover in cranberry/blue. 

BILL DITFORT: Oversized wool/mohair vest in slate blue/black vertical plaid; solid color 
vests with leather buttons; handknit, latticework pattern pullover in cranberry/blue. 

BRITISH KHAKI BY ROBERT LIGHTON: Alpaca/wool boxy sweater, many colors; handknit

gray with broken brown stripes. 


TROUSERS AND PANTS 

ROBERT STOCK: Twisted heather knit drawstring waistband with elastic cuff in blue/black, 
forest green or charcoal; inverted five-whale single-pleated corduroy with tunnel loop in 
winter white, dark brown or forest green; inverted double-pleated twill with suspender waist- 
band in dark khaki, forest green. 

BASCO BY GENE PRESSMAN AND LANCE KARESH: Flat front corduroy in loden, black, navy; 
pleated front with suspender buttons, wool flannel in charcoal grey, loden. 

BRITISH KHAKI: Pleated front wool tweed in khaki/blue herringbone with overplaid; pleated 
front in charcoal Donegal; five-whale corduroy loden green or midnight blue; black eotton two 
reverse pleats, quarter-top pockets, suspender buttons; five-whale corduroy wrap waistband 
with side buckles in khaki or dark green baggy look with belt loops. 

ANDREW FEZZA: Eraser stripe, double pleated wool in black; corduroy with waistband detailing 
in Winter white. 

JEFFREY BANKS: Inverted pleats in black Donegal fleck or charcoal grey. 

ALAN FLUSSER: Red overplaid pattern of '30s and '40s in all-year 13-ounce weight wool; 
15-ounee herringbone tweed in brown or grey; chocolate or grey Donegal fleck corduroy, 
side tab, front reverse pleat. 


SPORTJACKETS, SHIRT JACKETS, EVENING JACKETS 

JEFFREY BANKS: Unvented jackets—Old-school British in various colors; double-breasted sport 
jacket, cut full, in grey/black wool; belted back sportjacket in brown, plum. 

MERONA SPORT: Quilted lining plaid jacket in cranberry/blue plaid; zip-front jacket in 
plum/winter white plaid. 

BRITISH KHAKI BY ROBERT LIGHTON: Big-pocket hunting jacket in brown/black wool with 
brown corduroy collar; tweed, block plaid shirt jacket in choice of colors. 

ANDREW FEZZA: Collarless shirt jacket in brown/black wool; evening alpaca jacket in black/ 
grey ribbed twill, spencer cut, satin collar; also silver-flecked grey plaid evening jacket.

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YVES SAINT LAURENT: THE ART OF DESIGN 


A major retrospective covering over twenty- 
five years of Yves Saint Laurent couture and 
theatrical designs is currently on display at 

the Metropolitan Museum's Costume Institute. 


The exhibition (thru Sept. 2) includes more 

than 150 costumes from his early years with 

the House of Dior (1957-1960) through the 
Fall/Winter 1983 Collection. Innovative styles 
such as the pea and military jacket, blazer, 
sportive leather and the transparent "nude" 

look have become synonymous with Saint Laurent. 


His most striking designs have been inspired 

by the abstract paintings of Picasso, Mondrian 
and Matisse, which compliment the exhibit. 

From a simple but exquisite day dress to 
lavishly broecaded Russian evening wear, Saint 
Laurent remains a leader in fashion by 
capturing the vibrant mood of contemporary life.

Picasso Suit (1979): Blue, turquoise and yellow 
broadeloth jacket, blue and black checked woolen 
skirt and sleeveless black velvet top. 

Mondrian Suit (1980): Three-piece suit with 
white, red, blue, yellow, black, block-pattern 
linen jacket, black gabardine skirt, black and 
white linen blouse. 


Evening Suit (1982): Bolero jacket and black 
grosgrain skirt embroidered with black, red 
and yellow sequins, sleeveless black chiffon 
blouse embroidered with black sequins. 
Spanish Day Ensemble (1977): Off-white wool 


flannel jacket trimmed with ivory passementene,
